nag MoColloch Found Lying on His Shot- 
gun, Which He Had Discharged, But 


| Evidently at Too Close Range to Be 
Effective — The Polite Arrest a Man 


Named ‘Martin on Suspicion. 


Mr. Benjamin McColfoeh, paying teller at 
the State Bank, was murdered on the porch 
ofhiscottage home at Woodstock Station, 
alf a mile this side of Ferguson, at 2:15 
o’clock this morning, by a burglar. The 
crime was the act of a villian at bay. 

Mr. Mecolloch slept alone in a small one - 
story apartment attached to the 
rear of his two-story residence. 
Mrs. Harshow, his mother-in-law, Misses 
Zaida and Annie McColloch, his daughters, 
and Mr. Will McColioch, his son, had sleep- 
ing rooms on the second floor,away from the 
scene of the tragedy in which the head of the 
family lost his life. Mr. McOollioch was in 
the habit of, undressing in a 
sitting-room on the south side of 
the house, in the rear of the 
parlor. His apparel was placed on a chair 
near the veranda window, the sill of which 
reached to the floor and gave entrance upon 
the poroh that took up that portion of the 
rear ofthe house not occupied by Mr. Mc- 
Colloch’s narrow bed-room. The burglar 
crept stealthily up tothe porch, opened the 
veranda window shutters, raised the sash 
and entered the sitting- room. Mr. McCol- 
loch always Kept a lamp burning in the sit- 
ting-room, but the burglar extinguished it 
and trusted to the moonlight to guide him in 
his search of Mr: McColloch’s trousers. But the 
door which connected the sitting-room with 
Mr. MeColloch’s bed-room was ajar and the 
burglar awakened the sleeping man by his 
ee ts. 

E DEADLY ENCOUNTER. 

Mr. Mevolloch arose, took in hand his dou- 
bie-barreled breech- loading shot gun which 
stood behind the door lseding to the porch, 
and then opened this door. The veranda 
window of the sitting room faces the 
east and the veranda door of the sleeping 
room fates the south, and Mr. McColloch 
and the Durglar came face to face inthe 
Amall angular space between, for the 

urglar evidently heard Mr. McColloch open 


the door and he hastened tothe window.

hd to-day a red 
torn from Mr. McUolloch’s 
red flannel unider-shirt and the broken parts 
ot a bone collar button wrenched from the 
burglar’s shirt. Apparently each of the men 
tried to use his weapon, Mr. McColloch his 
shot gun and the burglar his 388-calibre re- 
volver. But the gun was worse than useless, 
forthe burglar shoved the barrel aside, placed 
his revolver to Mr. McColloch’s right temple 
and fired.. The bullet plowed an ugly fur- 
row through the drain and emerged on the 
opposite side, At the same instant, Mr. 
McColloch’s gun went off, but the load of 
shot sped harmiessly across 150 feet of lawn 
and lodged in the fence. The load of shot 
could not possibly have come in th ast bit 
near the burglar, who stood desde the 
cumbrous weapon and with his revoiver had 
Mr. Mecolloch at his mercy. The spot where 
the big chunk of lead entered the dead man’s 
head is surrounded with powder burns, in 
silent evidence of the closeness of the strug- 
le. Mrs. Harshaw, the mother of Mrs. Ben 
icColloch, long since dead, slept in the 
room above the sitting room and 
heard the shots, but Misses Zaida 
and Annie McColloch, who occupied 
one of the front rooms upstairs, and Mr. Will, 
who was in the other, were not disturbed. 
Mrs. Harshaw awakened Mr. Will McColloch 
and he got his gun and ran to the „ 
which overlooks the roof of Mr. McColl 
sleeping room and gives a view of 
the pore He hastened down and found his 
father lying in a pool of blood, with his feet 
towards the veranda window and head near 
the door. His gun was at his left side and a 
strange revolver on J some distance from his 
right side. The pulse was motionless and the 
heart was still. The young man knew then 
that his father was dead, and he called 
August, the Germag farm lad, who was 
housed inthe barn.

TRACKS OF BUGGY WHEELS. 

They could easily have done this and es- 
caped the vigilance or suspicions ofthe pub- 
lic from the fact that such a large 
number of farmers and market mendrive on 
their way to the city at this early hour Satur- 
day morning. 

Charley Shorey, a colored farm hand, who 
lives on Mr. n’s place, across the rail - 
road tracks from Mr. McUolloch’s place, 
said that he had been awakened about 
daybreak by Dr. Douglass who informed him 
that Mr. McColloch had been murdered.

You could see where the wheels left the road 
then came back and crossed it to the soft 
road on the other side and then came 
back to the rock road again 
and the horses hoofs turned toward Fergu- 
son. It was a regular driver's hoof,’’ con- 
tinued Shorey, ‘‘and wasn’t a mule shoe, be- 
cause the hind plates were long and narrow 
like a regular driving horse’sshoe.

MR. M’COLLOCH’S MONEY. 


He Was Not Accustomed to Carry 80

MR. CUNNINGHAM’S ACCOUNT, 


He Teils How He Found Phings at the 
House Thia Morning. 

Mr. C. A. Cunningham, the Assistant Sec. 
retary of the United Elevator, was one ofthe 
first residents of Ferguson to visit the scene 
of the tragedy this morning. He made a 
thorough examination of the premises. 1 
found everything just as it must have been 
the moment after the tragedy occurred. 
said Mr. Cunningham, Not a thing had 
been disturbed, except that the money had 


been taken out of Mr. McColloch’s trousers, 
which were lying on the doorstep near the 
porch. 

Mr. McColioch slept in a rear room on the 
first floor, which opened on a side veranda. 
The house is @ double one, and on the right 
hand side as you enter is the library, back of 
that a sitting-room, and back ofthis the 
porch and Mr. McColloch’s bed-room. Doors 
open from the sitting-room into the hall, the 
sleeping apartment and the rch. Low 
veranda windows open from the sleeping 
room onto the porch. 

It is evident, continued Mr. Cunning- 
ham,’’ that Mr. Mecolloch had undressed in 
the sitting- room, as his ¢lothes were on 
a chair in the center of the room. 
The chair had been overturned. He had 

gone to bed and hearing the noise arose, 
and shotgun in hand, went through the 
window onto the veranda. At the same time 
the burglar came from the sitting room 
through the door leading onto the porch. 
The two men must have almost collided. The 
burglar dropped Mr. McColloch’s troasers 
and clinched with him. A struggle ensued, 
during which the shotgun went off. Then 
the burglar put his revolver to Mr. ee 
loc’’s head and fired. The 0e all 
poiuts to just such an explanation of the 
tragedy. Mr. McColloch’s body was lying on 
the porch a few feet from the winder. The 
shotgun was underneath him, and a 
few feet feet off lay the burglar's 
revolver with two chambers empty. although 
oply one of them had been discharged. 

Just inside the door leading from the sit- 
ting room out on the porch were Mr. McOol- 
loch’s trousers which the burglar had evi- 
dently dropped when he heard Mr. McColloch 
coming after him. On the fence which ran 
along the garden facing the porch where the 
struggle occurred a number of fresh buck- 
shot were found this morning. 

The burglar rode away from the scene of 
his crime,’’ continued Mr. Cunningham. I 
made an examination of the road this morn- 
ingand could distinguish the tracks of his 
wagon very plainly. The tracks showed that 
he had turned his vehicle around and the 
place where the horse stood was plainiy 
marked. He rode ina light bug I did

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The Incident Disturbs a Discussion on 
the thios of Diees—None of the In- 
jured Fatally Hurt Hall Converted 
Into 4 Hospital: Vhilethe Interesting 
Discussion Was Being Carried on by 
the L dies Scheduled to Lead It—Close 
of the Unique man's Congress. 


Credo. III., A serious accident 
to-day marred the sc of the great con- 
gress of womens A. section of flooring, 20x 
80 feet in extent, g an éntrance to 
Washington Hall the Art Institute, sua- 
denly gave way and fell to the ground, a dis- 
tance of twelve feet. Seventy-five panic. 
stricken women fell u a mass of struggling 
humanity, and the cries of thousands of 
women already assembled contributed to the 
excitement that followed. 

Cries of pain and terror arose, and from the 
collapsed section of thé buflding came the 
most exaggerated reports of many persons 
killed or injured. . After scores of people 
rushed to the rescue and nearly all of the 
women had been exXtricated, it was found 
that about eight persoms had been seriously 
injured, but none of them fatally. The most 
seriously Injured are:

The danger passed, many who had suecess- 
fully weathered the panic, fainted and until 
physicians arrived the attendants were 
equally divided between the injured and the 
frightened. 

Jack, one of the last to be extri- 
cated, was almost unconscious with pain 
when the rescuers reached her. she was 
carried between two men to the main floor of 
the hall and stretched out onthe floor.

HOW IT WAS DONE, 


Dr. George Homan Was Chosen Health 
Commissioner in a Caucus. 


The jury inthe Brennan case after being 
out two days senta sealed verdict to the 
Council last night announcing the fact that 
Dr. Brennan had been fouud gullty of the 
charges preferred against him and been re- 
moved from the position of Health Commis- 
sioner. Dr. Brennan was notified of his 
removal about 38 o’clock as were also 
the Republican Counciimen, asa caucus was 
held by them at the office of Franklin Ferris, 
Vice-President of the Council. Mr. Nagle 
was made chairman of the caucus and 
things started off pleasantly until, it Is 
claimed, three of the Republican Oouncil- 
men, Messrs. Vallat, Clarke and Gast, began 
tosmellarat and came to the conclusion 
that Keyes, Ferris, Nagle and Kotany had 
held a caucus before, and thatthe caucus in 
Ferris’ office was onlya ratification of a 
caucus held somewhere else. This fact was 
brought out by the united action of the four 
named members on the successor of Dr. 
Brennan. Or. Dickinson was mentioned 
slightly and then they combined on Dr. Geurge 
Homan. Pat Clarke rebelled on@isand said 
he was in favor of a Republican and that he 
did not Know Dr. Homan, butthathe knew 
Dr. Max Starkloff. Paulus Gast also was in 
favorof Starkloff and theold man threat- 
ened to kick the traces, and gotso mad that 
the caucus could be heard on the outside of 
the room and into the hall alongside of 
Ferris’ office. Vallat spoke somewhat 
spiritedly and Nagle and Ferris came to the 
conclusion that perhapsthe wine merchant 
was going to jump the caucus. Mr. Gast re- 
plied to the insinuation against his Repub- 
licanism and stated that he wag there to 
abide by the decision of the caucus. After a 
great amount oftalka vote was taken and 
Dr. George Homan was chosen as the caucus

mate 

That this was not fully settled and t the 
four had some fears that the arra ment 
would not go through, is evidenced by the 
fact that when the Council met last night 
one of the Councilmen said he — not cer- 
tain that Homan would be chose 

It was, however, stated that Messrs. 
Anderson, Arnstein ‘and Flesh would vote

Shortly after the Council proceedings 
opened the Mayor’s report stating that hejhad 
removed Dr. Brennan and that the place was 
vacant was read. Mr. Nagel left the Presi- 
dent’s chair and nominated Dr. Homan. The 
nomination went through, Councilman 
Wehner’s being the only dissenting vote, 
and he claiming that he did not care to vote 
for somebody he did not know. 

The result was quite a surprise because it 
had deen confident expected that Pr. M Max 
Skarkle would be Brennan’s successor and 
Dr. Homan had also been known asa Dem- 
ocrat, having held the position of Chief 
Sanitary Officer when C. W. Francis was 
Health Commissioner. Dr. Starklof was 
popularly supposed to be Mayor Walbridge’s 
choice, and the selection of Dr. Homan as 
Dr. Brennan’s successor was popularly sup - 
posed to be a throw down“ for the Mayor.

cause they were homeless. Mr. Webb ex- 
plains 1 that polygamy is not 
properl part of the Islamic system, but 
under the  Mahometan law aman is allowed 
to take under his protection as his wives, two 
or three or four women, this privilege being 
accorded to him with the idea that if heisa 
true Mussulman he will not abuse it. And 
he hints very (delicately that polygamy 
has excluded a vice thatis exceedingly pop- 
ular in Christian countries; that much foolish 
sentiment has been wasted over what is 
calledthe deplorable condition of Mahome- 
tan women, and that in reality the position 
ofthese women in the Mahometan social 
system is far above that ofthe European or 
American. With which cheering remark he 
dismisses the subject, hoping in a later and 
larger work to cover the ground more com- 
pletely, and toshow wherein polygamy and 
the purdah have been as thoroughly mis- 
understood on our side ofthe world as has 
any other part of the Mahometan system. 

Having set forthin a temperate and mas- 
terful manner the beauties of the Ismalic 

system, Mr. Webb in conclusion outlines the 

American 2 anda. It is tobe purely 

educational, although Mahometan mission- 
Arles will come here and preachin various 
parts or the country when their services 
Are required. The first step will be the es- 
tablishment of a weekly journal devoted to 
the elucidation of Islamic doctrines and 
laws, and the discussion of matters 
bearing thereon, as well as to record 
news items of interest to Mussulmans 
in all parts of the world. A free lecture- 

room and library will be opened to the pub- 

lic, where all who desire ‘‘can study Islamic 
literature and converse with the learned 
Moulvis, who are expected toarrive in New 
York in ‘August or September. The move - 
ment, Mr. Webb explains, has been under 
consideration in the East for some time. 
„The plainly apparent decay of church 
Christianity and the defection from that sys- 

tem of many of the most intelligent and pro- 
gressive people in nearly all large American 
Cities seem to encourage the belief that the 
time has now arrived forthe spread of the 
true faith from the Eastern to the Western 
hemisphere.’’ 

Thus Mahomet Alexander Russell Webb has 
thrown himself with ardor into his chosen 

work, undeterred by the prospects of dog- 
days, cholera and other possible incidents of 
the New York summer season. He is reason- 
ably confident that his labors will be success- 
ful and that in a short time a mosque wili be 
erected in New York and some to prayer“ 
will resound through the city. The prayer 
systemis very rigorous in the Islamic re- 
ligion. The first prayer must be said just 
after the first rays of the sun are gilding the 
Eastern horizon. After sunrise it must not be 
said until the time for the noonday prayer. 
Thus the devout Mussulman must arise be- 
fore daylight. The time for the second 
prayer is between 12 and 2 o’clock; the 
third between (and 5 o’clock ; the fourth just 
as the sunlight has died away inthe West; 
and the fifth just before retiring at night. I 
is considered very meritorious to arise at 
midnight and pray, but it is not obligatory. 
Before each of these five prayers, the wor- 
shiper washes his hands, arms, face, 
mouth, nostrils, ears and feet in running 
water. Five periods of prayer a day and 
one of them at sunrise, will be a little taxing 
on our American civilization, but the advan- 
tagé of the preliminary baths cannot be over · 
estimated during a cholera season. A few 
mosques inthe tenement districts may help 
the Board of Health amazingly. Cleanliness, 
which is next to godliness, seems to be right 
in it with the Islamites. Greatis Allah and 
M. A. R. Webb is his deputy prophet.
